The application has been amended as follows: in the attached claims please substitute 
the word "microfilament" for -microfibers-- in every instance in Claims 1-3 and 5. 

• Amendments to the Claims: 
The following listing of claims will replace all prior versions, and listings, of claims in 
the application: 

Claim 1. (Currently Amended) A cut-resistant article comprising aromatic polyamide 
microfilam e nts microfibers wherein the titer of the microfilam e nts microfibers is equal to or 
smaller than 1.3 dtex (1.3*10 4 g/m) and the microfilam e nts microfibers are in a form of 
stretch breaking yarns or spun yarn based on a staple fiber. 

Claim 2. (Currently Amended) The cut-resistant article of claim 1 comprising para-aramid 
microfilam o nts microfibers . 

Claim 3. (Currently Amended) The cut-resistant article of claim 2 comprising poly para- 
phenylene terephthalate) microfilam e nts microfibers. 
Claim 4. (Canceled) 

Claim^ (Currently Amended) The cut-resistant article of claim 1 wherein the microfilaments 
microfibers are in the form of staple fibers with a length between 38 and 100 mm.

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ClaimX (Previously Presented) The cut-resistant article of claim 1 wherein the article 
is a glove,

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons set 
forth by Applicant in the previous response, there was no prior art found that teaches or 
suggest such a small dtex of aromatic polyamide yarns that are staple or stretch breaking 
yarns in the form of a cut resistant article. All previously made rejections are now 
withdrawn.
